SHELTON AND 
CAPITOL SCHOOL 
DEVELOP 
PARTNERSHIP 

In a cooperative eifort, 
Shelton State Community 
College and Capitol School, 
a private school located in 
Tuscaloosa, entered into an 
agreement bringing together 
students from both 
institutions. The purpose 
of the project is to extend 
the pedagogical philosophy 
of multiple intelligence 
education in a nongraded, 
high school level 
curriculum, while at the 
same time allowing the 
students an opportunity to 
acquire college-level credit 
under Alabama’s new Dual 

Enrollment/Dual Credit 
Option. 

Students from Capitol 
School, who will be a part 
of the program, will attend 
selected college classes and 
will be required to meet the 
same academic standards as 
other students enrolled in 
the course. Attendance and 
grading policies will be 
applied equally. In addition 
to the 45 hours of 
instruction in this class, 
students will complete an 
additional 100 hours of 
instruction on similar and 
related topics with Daryl 
Hardin, a master teacher 
from the Capitol School. 

Both the college and 
Capitol School will evaluate 
the progress of the students, 


the success of the model, 
and the feasibility of 
continuing the program into 
the next academic year. 
Both schools believe this 
experimental model, using 
the community college to 
expand and enhance the 
educational opportunities 
for academically successful 
and talented sibdents, may 
offer a “ successful 
educational enrichment 
model for other 
communities to emulate.

CHRIS HAYNES, A 

MEMBER OF SHELTON’S 
BIOLOGY FACULTY, 
RECENTLY RECEIVED 
WORD HIS PROPOSAL FOR 
FUNDING BY THE 
TUSCALOOSA 
CONSORTIUM FOR HIGHER 
EDUCATION WAS 
ACCEPTED. 

The consortium, which is 
composed of the University 
of Alabama, Shelton State 
Community College, and 
Stillman College, was 
formed to promote 


cooperation in the delivery 
of educational programs, 
research, economic 
development, cultural 
enrichment, public service, 
and outreach to the 
Tuscaloosa community and 
beyond. The award for the 
project was $1,000. 

Caddisflies are one of the 
most diverse aquatic insect 
groups known and are an 
important component to the 
aquatic faunas and food 
webs with Alabama’s rivers 
and streams. Due to their 
prevalence and abundance 
and their intolerance to 
perturbations, caddisflies are 
commonly recognized as 
being practical indicators of 
environmental quality for 
aquatic ecosystems. 

The research will involve 
the compilation of 
distribution maps of the 342 
species of caddisflies in 
Alabama waterways 
documented in a 1991 study 
and updating these 

distribution maps with more 
recent findings. The updated 
maps will be part of a new 
Geographic Information 
System (GIS) that will 
distinguish and analyze 
trends in species 

distributions. Data obtained 
from this research will be 
used as baseline information 
for constructing a 
preliminary Alabama Index 
of Biotic Integrity. 

The title of the project is 
“An Inquiry to the 



Foundation of Alabama’s 
Biodiversity.” Haynes’ 
Master of Science Thesis 
will serve as the basis for 
this research project. The 
project will be done in 
cooperation with the 
University of Alabama. 
Haynes will serve as an 
advisor to a group of 
University of Alabama 
students conducting 
research on Alabama 
caddisfly population. He 
will also monitor progress of 
the project and review and 
edit the final results.

SHELTON STUDENT 
UP TO HIS CHEST IN 
SCHOOL WORK 

Each day Shelton student 
Bryan McElroy wades out 
into the Pascagoula River 
carrying scientific 
instruments to precisely 
measure the temperature of 
the water. The data he 
collects about the river 
levels, temperature and 
amounts of discharge in the 
water will be processed 
through a computer to help 
assess overall water quality. 
His work is part of 
McElroy' s co-op job with 
the U.S. Geological survey 
field office located near 
Pearl, Mississippi. 

Shelton State and the U.S. 
Geological Survey have 
teamed up to conduct a joint 
training program for 
students interested in jobs 
with the U.S.G.S. It’s a 
program ideally suited for 
students who enjoy working 
outdoors and haved a desire 
for a career in environmental 
and biologicai-related 


professions. 

Since this is a new 
program, Bryan is the first 
Shelton student to 
participate in the field 
training/co-op phase. As 
part of the program, 
students take certain 
required courses at Shelton 
and then spend the 
following semester away 
working in a training job at 
a U.S.G.S. field office. The 
students alternate their 
semesters between taking 
classes at the college and 
working their training jobs 
until they’ve completed the 
program requirements.
